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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiner contacted Mr. Needham in order to address a § 101 issue 
identified with claim 1 . Examiner additionally suggested that Applicant provide proper antecedent basis in the 
specification for the computer readable medium recited the preamble of claim 24. Mr. Needham provided Examiner 
with the appropriate corrections in the facsimile received on 4 January 2008. The amendment to the claims and 
specification provided in said facsimile put said Application in condition for allowance .
